St. Paul, Feb. 23.—Fire and suffer­ 
ing are trailing the most intense cold 
wave of the season through Montana,

causing $1,000,000 in losses by flames 
and great sacrifices of stock on the 
ranges. 
The government foresters in East­ 
ern Oregon ordered the opening of the 
tim ber reserves to thousands of starv­ 
ing cattle sent south out of Washing­ 
ton and Western Montana to escape 
the unendurable cold. 
Fire 
caused 
Immense 
losses 
In 
Washington and .Montana during the 
day. 
Washington felt the losses the 
most, for the cold prevailing through­ 
out the latter part of the day was 
many degrees below previous records 
for the past decade. 
Traffic Is paralysed and rural mail 
and other carriers Into the interior 
have been blockaded and will have 
difficulty in leaving 
their towns at 
present. 
A special from Butte, Mont., says: 
Ail 
cold 
records for this winter 
thus far were shattered when the ex 
trem e tem perature of 32 below zero 
was reported from Argenta, high in 
the mountains of Beaver Head county, 
On the flat below Butte th** thermom­ 
eter reached 38 degrees, while In the 
city it touched as low as 20 below'. 
Chessman’s reservoir, near Helena, re 
ported 26 below, while in that city the 
tem perature ranged from 14 to 20 be­ 
low. 
Great Falls was 14 below, Miles 
City 
12, Billings 
6. 
Havre, which 
holds the coldest weather on record 
In the United State's, reported only 12 
below. 
Western 
Montana 
points, i 
which up to the present have borne 
the brunt of the cold wave and storm, 
reported 2 above zero.

Two small towns near Spokane— 
Albion, Wash., and Priest River, Ida.— 
lost their entire business districts by 
fir**. 
The loss at Priest River is esti­ 
mated at $80,000 and that at Albion

To relieve any possible suf­ 
fering in the Idaho town the Spokane 
chamber of commerce voted to give 
any assistance needed. 
Fire in the basement of tile Sy- 
monds building, in the heart of the 
down town district of Spokane, gutted 
buildings covering half a city block. 
Cold weather adds to the difficulty 
in keeping trains on schedule. Condi­ 
tions are worse in Montana. 
Trains 
from the East are from five to ten 
hours late and from the West three 
to six hours behind schedule.

The value of

cross to the jaw, he staggered his op 
ponent. 
Before the round closed he 
dropped Wolgast in the middle of the 
ring with a similar blow, and three 
seconds were tolled before Wolgast 
regained his feet.

crowd prepared to leave th*' 
arena; the word went from bench to 
bench through the spectators that an 
Other boy had fallen victim to the 
wonderful durability of the Dane. But 
in the next round Wolgast recuperated 
and from then on slowly, steadily, but 
surely, wore Nelson 4* wn. 


Could H a rd ly See or Hear. 


For twelve rounds before tho finish 
Nelson seemed bewildered and 
his 
blows were sent as though he held 
weights in his hands.

tieth round Nelson could hardly see or 
hear, the left side of his face having 
lost all semblance of its former con­ 
tour.

something lacking in strength and cf 
a paper article an being fragile, so are 
somewhat alarmed w hen an encyclic 
p*'* 11*1 friend remarks that the wheel* 
of t ti** car on which we are slipping 
along at the rate of a mile a minute 
are made of paper, 
This opportunity 
to fie it In rated occurs, however, on 
only tile best of railways, as imper 
car wheels, though safer and longer 
lived than any others, are also more 
expensive. 
The principal advantage 
of wheels made front this unpromising 
material Is found In tin* fart that they 
are not injured by tit*' violent vibra­ 
tions to which car wheels are sul»- 
Jected 
The patter used In the manufacture 
of these wheels Is known as calen­ 
dered rye straw board, or thick paper, 
It is sent to tile car wheel shops in 
circular • beets measuring twenty-two 
to forty lnehen In din meter, and over 
each of these sheets is spread an even 
coating of flour paste. 
A dozen sheets 
are placed one on the other and the 
lot subjected to hydraulic pressure of 
500 tons or more. 
After two hours’ 
pressure these sheets, which have now 
become a solid block, are kept for a 
week in a drying room at a tempera­ 
ture of 120 degrees, after which a 
number of bloc Its are pnst«>*l together, 
pressed and dried for a second week. 
A third combination of layer* Is then 
math?, after which there is an entire 
month of drying. The final block con­ 
tains 120 to BMJ sheets of the original 
paper and is four aud one-half to five 
inches In thickness. 
All resemblance 
to imper has been lost. the block In 
weight, density and solidity approxi­ 
mating the finest grained, 
heaviest 
metal. 
To complete the wheel there are re­ 
quired a steel tire, a cast Iron bub. 
wrought Iron plates to protect t tie pa­ 
per on either, side and two circles of 
holts, one set passing through 
the 
flange of the tire, tile of lier through 
the flange of the bub and both sets 
through the paper 
The paper blocks 
are turned ou a lathe, which also 
reams out tile center hole for the bub. 
Two coats of paint are applied to keep 
out moisture. 
The various part* are 
nest assembled, and tile paper cur 
wheel is complete 
As may he readily understood, paper 
which has received tile treatment de­ 
scribed may be used f o r almost any 
purpose for which metal or wood is 
used lf not too much exposed to dam p­ 
ness. mid to nil practical purposes tt 
is fireproof.—H arper’s

Than Other Wheels.

of the* car on which we are slipplti 
along at the rate of a mile a minute I 
are made of paper. 
This opportunity i 
to he alarmed 
occurs,

only the hest of railw ays, as paper j 
ear wheels, though safer and longer 
lived than any others, are also more I 
expensive 
The principal 
advantage | 
of w heels made from this unpromising | 
material Is found in the fact that they j 
are not injured b y the violent vibra­ 
tions to which car wheels are sub­ 
jected 
The paper used in the m anufacture 
of these wheels is known as calen­ 
dered rye straw board, or thick paper. 
It is sent to the car wheel shops in 
circular sheets measuring tw enty-tw o j 
I to forty inches in diameter, and over ; 
; each o f these sheets is spread an even 
coating of flour paste. 
A dozen sheets 
J are placed one on the other a n d the 
I lot subjected to hydraulic pressure of j 
1 TWX) tons or more. 
A fter two Hours’ 
pressure these sheets, which have now ; 
become a solid block, are kept for a 
week in a drying room at a tempera­ 
ture of 120 degrees, after 
which a 
number of blocks are past*1*! together, 
pressed and dried for a second week. 
A third combination of layers Is then 
made, after which there is an entire 
month o f drying. 
The final block con­ 
tains 120 to KIO sheets of the original 
paper and is four aud one-half to five 
inches in thickness. 
All resemblance 
to imper has been lost, the block in 
weight, density and solidity approxi­ 
mating

finest 
grained, 
heaviest 
metal. 
To complete the wheel there are re­ 
quired a steel tire, a cast iron huh.

degrees of frost. 
The reason is that at Verhoyansk 
the air is intensely dry, and dry cold 
does not penetrate far.
